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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the prior office action. 
Applicants' declaration under 37 CFR 1.132, the exhibits and the remarks submitted June 24, 2008 have been fully considered, but are not 
persuasive. Particularly, the evidence presented in the declaration, along with other evidence on the record, fails to establish an unexpected 
result residing in claimed invnetion. Regarding the establishment of unexpected results, a few notable principles are well settled. It is 
applicant's burden to explain any proffered data and establish how any results therein should be taken to be unexpected and significant. 
See MPEP 716.02 (b). The claims must be commensurate in the scope with any evidence of unexpected results. See MPEP 716.02 (d). 
Further, A DECLARATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.132 must compare the claimed subject matter with the closest prior art in order to be 
effective to rebut a prima facie case if obviousness. See, MPEP 716.02 (e). In instant case, the claims are not comensurate in the scope 
with the alleged unexpected results on the record. Particularly, the claims are drawn to a method of treating a mammal suffering from cystic 
fibrosis. As discussed in the prior office action "there is no evidence on the record shows that the mechanism disclosed by Zeitlin is the only 
biological pathway for treatment of cystic fibrosis. Applicant provides no explanation as to why cinnamic acid, a compound known to be 
useful for treatment of cystic fibrosis, is negative in this in vitro method." The declaration submitted June 24, 2008 reveals that not all 
patients suffering cystic fibrosis share etiology of CFTR. "about seventy(70)% of CF patient carry at least one copy of the most common 
mutation..." paragraph 7 of the declaration. 
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
